There could be quite a revenue re- 
ceived from the Louisiana Lottery 
as percentage for the sale of tickets 
in the future as in the past, were it 
not for their deference to law and 
its behests when its enforcement is 
proclaimed by an intelligent and 
law-abiding people.

What the Hag Contained. 

Lonpon, Feb. 21.—Pigott was again 
on the stand in the Parnell case. He 
testified that he had interviews with 
Eugene Davis at Lousanne in January, 
1888. He pretended that he (Pigott) 
wanted to write a pamphlet on the 
League, and had decided to embody 
signed documents in it. Davis de- 
clined to furnish the documents, say- 
ing the Fenian Brotherhood was 
bound to Parnell, not to interfere 


with his plans till after a certain time. 
Finally, Davis for a thousand pounds, 
furnished witness with the princi 
facts, with the understanding that 
they be written but not published till 
a certain time. Witness at once 
wrote out a statement from this in- 
formation and gave it to Houston. 
This was the statement read vester- 
day. Subsequently in Paris, a man 
named Morris Murphy ,for 500 pounds, 
furnished witness with the documents 
which he had tried to get from Davis. 
They were in a bag, and consisted of five 
or six of Egan’s, some of Parnell’s and 
some old accounts. Witness read the 
letters and made memorandums, but 
did not copy them. Pigott here iden- 
tified six letters of Egan’s, five of Par- 
nell’s, including the letter which ap- 
peared in the Times, and scraps of ac- 
counts produced in Court as the con- 
tents of the bag. 

Witness said that Houston then au- 
thorized him to secure the letter. 
Witness here described at length, these 
negotiations. Murphy sent him to 
New York, where he met Breslin, who 
merely gave him a letter to Murphy in 
Paris. Returning, Murphy took him 
into a private room, where five mem- 
bers of the Clan-na-Goel made him 
swear to never reveal the source from 
which he obtained the documents.
